The central oil-burning boiler will 
provide heat for all of the struc­ 
tures at the county home, will pro­ 
vide hot water for all buildings and 
be set up to also supply the new 
laundry and slaughter house that 
are on future plans for development 
of the home. Hie laundry probably 
will be built in another year, with 
the commissioners planning to de­ 
velop year by year according to a 
plan approved some months ago in 
order that the work may progress 
without putting the county into debt 
by making ail of the changes at 
one time. 
In all but one of the buildings 
the heat from the central heating 
plant will simply replace the present 
furnace*, with other installations, 
radiators, pipes, etc., used as before. 
In the men s building where a hot 
air “pipeles*’ furnace provides the 
heat, the entire system will be 
changed with baseboard 
used. 
The new system will replace all 
of the furnaces, some of them 47 
years old, now in use at the county 
home. The commissioners said the 
present old furnaces are "just about 
worn out.”

A farm pond irrigation system , 
capable of providing w ater for 25 
acres of orchard, has been com­ 
pleted on a farm of W illiam M. 
Lott, G ardners R. D., m aking it 
the first large pond constructed in 
the county strictly as an irrigation 
project. 
Results of last season show’ that 
Lott would have m ore than paid 
for the construction of the irriga­ 
tion system in one harvest, had 
the system been in operation at 
that tim e, the York Springs area 
fruit grower declares. 
If the I 12-acre pond, with a po­ 
tential w ater storage of 4,500.000 
gallons of water, proves out In 
actual 
practice 
as well 
as the 
paper work show’s it should oper­ 
ate, Lott plans to construct an 
even larger pond to irrigate well 
over IOO acres of apples. 
Tile present pond w’ill be used 
on 25 acres of peaches. It was 
constructed 
in 
cooperation 
with 
the Adams County Soil Conserva­ 
tion D istrict. 


O rchards On Contour 
Lott, a M aster F arm er aw ard 
holder, said he had a good crop of 
apples this past year 
“ but too 
m any were under 2’2 inches in 
diam eter. A few good rains, or an 
irrigation 
system 
would 
have 
changed the cider apples into top 
grade and highest priced fruit and 
brought, in additional income suf­ 
ficient to have m ore than m ade 
up for the extra cost.” Last fall’s 
situation 
nationally 
and 
locally 
showed a short crop of apples and 
a good price, following a heavy 
set of the fruit which was kept 
sm all by’ lack of water. 
Another 
fruit 
grower 
In 
the 
G ardners R 
I area, John Peters, 
who operates six fruit farm s and 
is vice president of the Knouse 
Foods Cooperative, is also consid­ 
ering an irrigation system under 
the belief th at such a system in a 
year 
such 
as

more than have paid for its entire 
cost. 
Both men were among the first 
in the county to plant orchards on 
the 
contour 
and 
continued 
the 
practice through the years to re­ 
duce run. oil of w ater during ram s. J 
Tile drainage has also played an 
im portant role on both L ott’s and 
P eters’ farm s. More than 8,000 feet 
of pipe has been placed on the 
Lott farm during the past several 
years. 
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The first farm pond constructed to Irritate an Adams County orchard 
is the one show n on the W illiam M. Lott farm . G ardners R. I. R ecently 
com pleted, the l*a-acre pond, containing 4.500,000 gallons of water, will 
provide irritation for a 15-acre peach orchard, lf it proves successful 
a tarter dam will he constructed to irritate more than IOO acres of 
apples. At the tim e the pictures were taken by Richard Long of the 
Adams C ounty Soil C onservation District, there w as about e ifh t feet 
of water In the pond. At 16-foot depth, the water will flow out of the 
dam. T he constructed fill in the foreground is 23 feet high and 130 feet 
wide at the bottom.
